$ . Standards for Height, Weight and Chest measurements. 

(a ) Height (i) The hcight of a candidate will be mcasured 
by making him stand against the standard with his feet 
together. The weight should be thrown on the hecls and not 
on the tocs or outer sides of the feet. He will stand crect 
without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
thoulders touching the standard ; the chin will be depressed 
to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
bar , and the height will be recorded in inches and quarter 
parts thereof.

( 11) 11 is not possible to lay down precise standards for 
weight in relation to height and age. The correlation table 
is, therefore only a guide and cannot be applied universally .

The tape will 
be su adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches 
the inferior angles of the shoulder -blades behind, and its 
lower edge the upper part of the nipples In front. The arras 
will then be lowered to hang loosely by the side. Carc will 
be taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards or 
backwards so as to displace the tape. The candidate will then 
be directed to take a deep inspiration several times, and the 
maximum and minimum expansions of the chest will be 
carefully noted . The minimum and maximum will then be 
recorded in inches, thus 53 / 35 , 34 / 36 etc .
